T. LOUIS, Feb. 7.—The Moon Motor Car Company has 
entered the year 1928 with the most promising outlook

Already activities looking toward 
a bigger, more comprehensive 


sales program are in full swing at 
the Moon plant. All departments 
are busier than during any similar 
period in the past several years. 

Some departments are even in- 
creasing their personnel in order 
to take care of the rush of orders 
that has already started to come 
in. Throughout the organization 
there is the bustle and hum of 
preparation for the biggest pro- 
duction and sales program in 
Moon history. 

Inventories of both cars and parts 
are at the lowest point in keeping 
with sound manufacturing practice, 
the annual inventory having just 
been completed. 

The salesmen and the distributor 
and dealer organizations are en- 
thusiastic as attested by the numer- 
ous letters from these men out on 
the “firing line.” Many of them 
saw the new Moon eights and sixes 
at the New York and Chicago 
shows; in fact, the largest number 
of dealers that ever attended a 
Moon exhibit was in attendance at 
Grand Central Palace, New York, 
during the week of January 7 to 14. 

The company is now comtem- 
plating the inauguration of an ex- 
pansion program that will include 
the erection of a large modern 
addition to its present final test 
division. Plans are now being 
drawn for this building which will 
aurment the present final test 
building and greatly facilitate the 
inspection of a much larger num- 
ber of cars daily. 

Already the expansion program 
has reached the upholstery division 
of the Moon plant, where the latest 
improved machinery and equipment 
was recently installed in order to 
take care of the increased produc- 
tion evidenced by both current and 
advance orders, many of which are 
on file. 

The paint division of the company, 
which occupies a separate building

of thoroughly modern construction, 
located two blocks from the main 
plant, has also recently undergone 
a thorough overhauling. 

Notable among the recent im- 
provements in this division are two 
new cutting tables, each of which 
is 65 feet long and 5 feet wide. On 
| these tables all upholstery materials 
for Moon and Diana cars are cut to 
order by an electric cutting machine. 
Another improvement is an entirely 
new battery of seven power sewing 
machines upon which is made the 
entire upholstery layout of the cars. 

As Stanley Moon pointed out in 
his statement made at the close of 
the Chicago automobile show and 
published in Automotive Daily News 
Monday, the Moon company has 
made more progress in the last 
ninety days than during the entire 
past eighteen months.

Green Island and Seattle 
Divisions Start New 


Schedules 


(Continued from Page 1) 


are being recalled to aid in the op- 
eration of the new department. 
The raw lead materials being used 
in the experimental stages of the 
new product is being shipped to the 
Green Island plant from mines in 
northern New York and Vermont, 
with a fleet of motor trucks aiding 
in the transportation. The new 
battery department replaces the 
rim department, which has been 
discontinued, and will be operated 
by gas connections instead of hydro- 
electric power, used extensively in 
other sections of the plant. Ap- 
proximately 700 hands will be used 
in manning the additional depart- 
ment when it is running at capacity. 
It was stated that springs and 
radiators for the new Ford models 
are being turned out at the plant 
in addition to accessories for the 
Model T machines. Production is 
being gradually increased and two 
shifts of workers are being em- 
ployed day and night with pros- 
pects of this number being 
greatly enlarged within a short 


time. 

The aluminum industry at Mas- 
sena, N. Y., has been greatly stim- 
ulated by orders from the Ford 
Motor Company with business just 
now booming at the plant of the 
Aluminum Company of America. 
The various units operated by the 
firm are enjoying capacity produc- 
tion with overtime schedules in ef- 
fect. The recent placing of a con- 
tract for supplying pistons for the 
new Ford models has resulted in the 
hiring of additional hands, besides 
supplying a boom to general busi- 
ness conditions which it is predicted 
will prevail during the entire year. 


SEATTLE SCHEDULE HIGHER 

Seattle, Wash., Feb. 7—The Ford 
assembling plant here is preparing 
to resume operations about Febru- 
ary 15, it is learned from reliable 
sources, and an Output of 50 cars a 
day is expected within the first 
week. The maximum output will 
be from 100 to 125, when about 500 
to 600 men will be employed. Deal- 
ers expect delivery of cars at least 
by March 1. 

The plant is being overhauled and 
put into first class shape for the 
resumption of activities. This plant 
serves all of Washington as far 
south as Chehalis, and eastward, in- 
cluding Idaho and Montana.

determine whether such trucks were 
to be required to pay license fees in 
each state or whether the license 
plate of the home state would be 
sufficient. 

The agreement will have no bear- 
ing, however, toward any change of 
existing regulations regarding pas- 
senger stages or certified truck lines. 
Certified carriers therefore will be 
required to carry licenses of both 
states as in the past. 

The state of Oregon requires an 
Oregon license to be on all motor 
vehicles operating on their high- 
ways in the transporting of pas- 
sengers or freight for hire. 

Under the terms of the reciprocal 
agreement, however, delivery trucks 
will first have to be _ properly 
licensed in their home state in order 
to benefit, Maybury pointed out.

Y DECISION of the Circuit Court at Jackson, Mich., the 
Reynolds Spring Company has been completely 
absolved from the charge of fraud and conspiracy brought 
against it by William Ile, a former connection of the com- 
pany. Mr. Ile sued for £100,000, alleging fraud in a con- 
tract into which he entered with the Reynolds organiza- 
tion. In Judge Dunham’s opinion, “Not a scintilla of fraud 
has been proved to have been exercised by any one of the 
defendants in this case. The conspiracy charged in plain- 
tiff’s bill of complaint is without any foundation in fact.”

When Major-Gen. Mason M. Patrick, former 
head of the army air service, was recently in Detroit, 
he painted the city’s future in glowing terms. He 
believes that she is destined to become an aviation 
metropolis.

dent. 

A. S. Eldridge of Eldridge-Buick 
Company, Seattle and Spokane, was

ary 

This comprises a very strong list 
of officers, all being leaders in 
Northwest motor car circles. One 
hundred and thirty dealers and exe- 
cutives were present. 

Mr. Eldridge pointed out the dis- 
astrous results of too frequent 
change of model, stating it was his 
firm belief that all manufacturers 
should extend their co-operation to 
include a set time of the year for 
an annual change of both models 
and prices. 

Production, he maintained, should 
be guaged by statistical reports that 
are ascertainable with a fair degree 
of accuracy. Stocks in dealers’ 
hands at the “clean-up” date should 
be very low, he said. And all losses 
at clean-up sales should be ab- 
sorbed by the manufacturers. 

Mr. Eldridge also believed that fac- 
tories should reduce the number of 
models in their lines, for, with twen- 
ty to twenty-five models in a line, 
the average dealer cannot stock all, 
or even a representative line, and 
this results in slowing up sales. He 
also advocated steps to junk cars 
valued under $150. Dealers should 
buy used cars on a basis of trade-in 
value, he declared. 

Co-operation on uniform time 
sales, a stronger dealer organization, 
concerted action on problems of 
legislation, local and state, and do- 
ing business on a cost-plus mark-up 
like other merchants, were added 
points he made in his talk.

SEES REDUCED 
RUBBER RESERVE 


O'Neil Gives Views on 
World Outlook for 
This Year 


By A. L. JAMES 


KRON, O., Feb. 7.—William 

O'Neil, president of the Gen- 
eral Tire and Rubber Company, 
who is widely known and quoted 
as an authority on the crude rub- 
ber situation, forecasts a reduction 
of between 25,000 and 50,000 tons 
in the world’s crude rubber re- 
serve, dependent on the volume of 
Dutch production. 

This statement followed official 
announcement that the provisions 
of the Stephenson 
act, designed by 
the British to re- 
strict exports of 
crude rubber, 
would remain un- 
changed at 60 per 
cent. releases. 

O'Neil voiced 
the opinion that 
the announcement 
would furnish 
bullish arguments 
for the speculat- 
ors, but that 
shrewd buyers will have to look 
further than what is apparent, with 
all the complexities presented in the 
present situation. He also declared 
the restriction unsound and eco- 
nomically ineffective, being danger- 
ous to the British as well as to the 
rubber manufacturers. 

“After all these years of experi-

ence it would seem that the British | 


should come to realize the unsound- 
ness and economic 
of a rigid restriction scheme,” says 
Mr. O'Neil. 

“Rubber demands an elastic re- 
striction regulation, if a restriction 
there must be, so that when the 
price goes up rubber can be released, 
and if it were to drop too fast it 
can be put back into effect.” 

Such a restriction system as this 
would tend to stabilize the price and, 
in O’Neil’s opinion, 36 cents a pound 
is sufficient to show a good margin 


of profit even to the inefficient 
producer 
As a matter of fact, with the 


present regulations, the price must 
average 2ld., or approximately 43 
cents, for nine months before any 
additional rubber can be released. 

In this way the price of crude 
rubber can soar to absurd heights 
if the industry assumes a sudden 
briskness, such as was the case in 
1925, when the price went up to a 
record of $1.27 a pound on July 23. 

Continuing, O’Neil said: “The 
high prices such as were reached 
in 1925 will not work to any one’s 
advantage, because the British 
producers will lose in the end 
when the price crashes, for it will 
not stop at 36 cents. If the price 
is driven up it is bad for the 
British interests, as the London 
dealers stand to lose as much as 
we do on the final drop.

Dealers Urge Development of 
Columbia Basin Irrigation Project 
As Potential Market for Car Sales 





POKANE, WASH., Feb. 7.—The automobile dealers of 
Spokane, through the dealers’ division of the Wash- 
ington Automotive Trade Association, are engaged in a 
campaign having for its purpose obtaining favorable action 


on the proposed Columbia Basin irrigation project. 


The 


campaign was initiated as the result of reports that the 
Michigan delegation in Congress was opposing the project. 


o— 


As Michigan’s greatest industry 
is making automobiles, dealers 
here feel that if the potential 


market possibilities for more cars 
that the project will bring are 
better known, the opposition from 
Michigan will disappear. 

In addition to printed matter the 
following letter is being sent by 
dealers to heads of automobile fac- 
tories whose products they handle: 

“The Northwestern states of the 
Union have arrived at that period 
in their development where accre- 
tions to population must be brought 
about in order to broaden the mar- 
ket for business men. We must 
put the natural resources of the 
Northwest to work. When that is 
done, homes will be created, em- 
ployment will be found and new 
markets will be established. 

“In this program there is no de- 
velopment outlined for the North- 
western states that has the same 
possibilities for the automobile 
manufacturer as the Columbia Basin 
irrigation project. The best illus- 
tration we can use is a comparison 
with the Yakima project in this 
state. Thirty years ago the Yakima 
project was an uninhabited desert. 
But in 1926 it had been so developed 
that its people spent $6,000,000 for 
automobiles and accessories. ‘They 
purchased Eastern manufactures of 
the total value of $32,000,000. 

“The Columbia Basin project is 
six times larger than the Yakima 
and will have a population of 500,- 
000 in towns and on the land. 
will be responsible for adding an- 
other million people to the cities of 
Seattle, Tacoma, Portland and Spo- 
kane. It is estimated that the 
people on the project will alone 
expend $35,000,000 for automobiles 
each year, when the project is thor- 
oughly settled. 
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“We believe you will be interested 
in such a market. 

“Senate Bill No. 1,462 and House 
Bill No. 7,029 are Columbia Basin 
bills that provide for the adoption 
of the project by the government 
as a Federal project. The minute 
the bill is passed we will begin to 
feel a new impetus in our business 
out here. It will extend to the 
East in full measure. Best of all 
the building of this great enterprise 
will not increase taxation one penny. 

“We trust you will read the in- 
closed folder. Then if you can see 
your way clear, please communicate 
with your senators and congressmen 
to urge their support of our bill.”

Detroit, Feb. 7—The Reo Motor 
Car Company shipments for the 
calendar year ended December 31, 
1927, were 29,693 passenger cars 
and 16,682 trucks, a total of 46,375. 
This compares with 12,196 passen- 
ger cars and 19,756 trucks, a total 
of 31,952, for the year ended 
December 31, 1926.
